HOW THE NURSES WORK. 


From the list of cases thus constantly 
accumulating each of the trained nurses 
is givon her share to attend to, And 
each of these trained nurses has, of 
course, acertain district assigned her, 
within which she labors exolusivoly. 
Together these seven districts cover the 
whole city, Each of the nurses, too is 
held to strict account for the fulfillment 
of her duty, Their hours of daily labor 
are from 9 till 5, but it is vd the case 
that they can close their day thus early, 
Each month they have altogether two 
and one-half days off, and In the summer 
they get one month of vacation during 
which to recrult thelr strength anew, 
A distinct uniform is worn by this staff 
of nurses. This is severely simple and 
appropriate, but quite becoming. It 
consists of a blue and white stri 
seersucker dress, white turned up collar 
and culls, with a while cross on the left arm. 
During the summer thoy wear a broad- 
brimmed, dark blue hat and cape, and 
in the winter they wear a olose-fittin 
bonnet of dark blue, with a long dar 
blue cloth ulster. 

The leather bag they carry contains 
their professional outfit, This is made 
up of scissors, forceps, probe, material 
for bandages, such as absorbing cotton 
and antiseptic ganze; a supply of disin- 
foctants, such as carbolic acid, boric 
aoid, blohloride of mercury, cressio acid; 
also some tonics and provisions of the 
beat quality and done up la a highly 
concentrated form, such as a can of 
cocoa, a jar of beef extracts and various 
condensed foods.

There have been many articles in Tux Pro- 


ow from its improper use. A writer in the 
Evening Journal brings this point out in a 
marked degree, in case of those who are 
posing as messiahs“ or great reformers, set. 
ting forth that people who do not know what 
doctrines Charles R. Teed, alias Dr. Cyrus R. 
Teed, alias Koresh, ineuleates, wonder at his 
success in making converts, but they do not 
wonder half so much as those who do know. 
How any well-balanced mind can be made to 
see sense in the jumble of jargon Koresh 
emits, one cannot understand on any other 
than the hypnotic theory; and that this theory 
is correct in interpreting the mystery is shown 
by the fact that almost all of Koresh's devo 
tees are neurotic women, the remainder being 
men of nervous temperament who are ab. 
normally sensitive to suggestion. 

The experiments of physicians who have 
made a science of hypnotism, such as Liebault, 
Bernheim and Charcot, abundantly prove 
that certain organizations can be controlled 
and made to deyelop all the phenomena of 
hypnosis without actual hypnosis—that is to 
say, without throwing them into the hypnotic 
sleep. Such persons are as truly hypnotic 
subjects as though sleep had been induced; 
they are somnambulistic, and wholly irre- 
sponsible.
